| 000. One section of the directors were 
in favor of selling at that price while 
i the others wanted more nnd intended t" 
j hold out. He thought, it would be better 
; to go ahead and secure water nnd if the 
company wanted to give a lower figuro 
they would quickly do it. He did not: 
believe in going down on their knees to 
any company. 

Aid. Yates said it would be better to 
decide if the Ksqtiininlt Water com- 
pany's systems was worth what they 
asked. lie could not understand the 
report that had been presented by His 
Worship anil if it was intended to go 
to Elk lake, why not do it thoroughly. 
For himself he was of the opinion thac 
Mil; hike was good enough for Victoria 
for a good time to mine. 

His Worship said that they had gonti 
into the question very carefully and had 
decided that Victoria would not be so 
foolish as to throw away an asset of 
2.000,000 gallons ot Elk lake, if the 
alterations were made it would give a 
better supply on Government street nnd 
do away with 2-3 of the pumping to tho 
higher levels. They would still operate 
the pump at North Dairy and continue 
to do so 

Til! Highland District 

was connected with Elk lake. He 
thought that the money if expended in 
this manner that it would be well spent. 
If they attempted to develop Millstreani 
at present, they would be short next 
year and would throw away Elk lake. 

Aid. Fuilerton was of the opinion that 
it would he unwise to spend $50,000 on 
Elk lake to get a few thousand gallons 
more, when they were considering the 
advisability of going to Millstreani, Ho 
thought if would bo n waste of money. 

His Worship said it would be nil right 
If Victorians were in favor of using thn 
same water for the next two years as 
they nre using at present. Besides this 
he pointed out that the dams could be 
made al Elk lake by using thn dredgings. 

•AM. Fuilerton— Well if wo go to Mill- 
stream we would not: want (hose dams. 

His Worship said his opinion was to 
keep to Elk hike and in the meantime 
arrange to go nhend at Midstream, Ho 
did not think it would be right to devel- 
op too much water before it was re-

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quired, and have a considerable amount 
of money tied up. 

Aid. Vincent wished to know who 
Recommended a Wooden Main 
Is that economy to put in a wood pipe. 

His Worship — -1 think it is and bars 
investigated them. 

Aid. Vincent— I think it is a mistake 
The Vancouver council examined the 
pipe at Seattle and reported against its 
use. It might he all right for irrigation 
but not for to supply water, lie want- 
ed to know how much pipe was going 
to be laid. The water commissioner 
Baid 25,000 feet and at present there 
are 3,000,000 gallons coming into the 
city. 

Aid. Vincent was of the opinion that 
if every service was metered there 
would be plenty of water. 

Aid. Fell wanted to know how much 
water went to waste over the dam at 
Elk lake last jenr and the year before. 
The water "commissioner stated that it 
never ran over during those years. 

Aid. Fell — And you expect it to rain 
enough to till the basin with a dam o.~> 
feet higher. 

Aid. Vincent wanted to know where 
the water was coming from when the 
dredging was being done. His Worship 
said it would come from Beaver lake. 

Aid. Fullerton said that by the re- 
port that had been received it would be 
cheaper to get the water from Mill- 
stream. 

His Worship admitted that it would 
be cheaper but not much. 
Aid. Fell was 

In Favor of Meters 
but he also thought that the rates were 

'too low and shold be increased. If the 
rates in the city were raised to the 

'^uiiie price at Victoria West, there 
would be more watt!? and better force. 

'He was in favor of having meters but 
also raise t lie rates. Regarding the 

'.statement he wished' to know if ^15,500 
for tank included right of way, deprec- 
iation of property and injunction suits. 
The water commissioner stated that it 
did not. There was no depreciation ex- 
pected. 

Aid. Stewart questioned the wisdom of 
the report as submitted by His Worship 
city engineer and the water commission- 
er, and said he would object to n wood- 
en main from any place whether Elk 
lake or Millstreara. He did not agree 
with the expenditure of $95,000 on Klk 
lake to bring in such a small amount 
of water, and if it was decided it would 
settle for many years to come the water 
question. He could not agree with the 
report to raise the lake 3.5. He pointed 
our that last year it did not raise two 
feet and it will not raise nn additional 
.". feet this year. lie was not in favor 
of spending a cent 

At Elk Lake 
till they were absolutely sure that it 
could not he obtained from Millstrenm. 
lie was in favor of Goldstrcam, pro- 
vided the price was reduced, but at the 
figure asked by the company it was out 
of the question, lie was well aware 
that Klk lake should be cleaned out, and 
anyone else who hud considered the ques- 
l' on would agree with him. If it was 
found that Millstrenm could supply all 
the water, why lint in a 30 inch main 
at Elk Lake when a lo inch would be 
n mple, 

His Worship wished to know if Aid. 
SI e wart was in favor of abandoning Klk 
lake. 

Aid. Stewart — I never recommended 
that. I do not intend that Klk lake 
should be thrown away, hut it is not 
necessary to go to such an expense. He 
pointed out Hint if the city went to 
Millstrenm, a main at least lit inches 
would be laid and then there would be 
a HO inch from TCik lake which would 
not be required. 

His Worship said it: was still very 
important that a HO inch main should 
be laid from Klk lake; as the city was 
extending towards Elk hike and many 
small farms were being opened up and 
all would require water and in this man- 
ner they would assist I7l 

Paying for the System 

Aid. Stewart thought it would be bet- 
ter to attend to the wants of Victor- 
ians first and the outsiders afterwards. 
He said if a vote was made in favor of 
Klk lake it would be impossible to get 
a vote- for Millstrenm or Coldstream. 

Aid. Hall stnted be was not in ac- 
cord with the report, mid said he did 
Dot think that the aldermen hnd been 
fairly treated. He pointed out that the 
iddermen had been given a report which 
t hoy were lead to believe was complete, 
but. on their arrival at the meeting they 
had been confronted with a half baked 
report. He was not in favor of spending 
ii cent on Klk lake till The question had 
been thoroughly gone Into. He consid- 
ered that n mistake had been made In 
going to Klk lake and they should bene- 
fit by past experiences and wjjen a by- 
law wua placed before the ratepayers 



they should have a system to supply 
50,000 to 75,000 people for 35 or -10 
years. There was also a question as to 
the possibility of getting the water from 
Klk lake by next year, even if the by- 
law was passed. The city engineer was 
O.f the opinion that it could be done. 

Aid. Hull said it could be done if 
work was commenced at once, but it 
was impossible to begin for four months 
and it was a question 

Whetherthe Pipes Would Be Ready 
He pointed out that if the city could 
obtain 5,000,000 gallons from Mill- 
stream, it would be foolish to go to the 
expenditure on Klk lake and if it was 
to be a temporary arrangement it would 
be better to meter the entire system. 
He also said that it would be impos- 
sible to obtain a sufficient force for fire 
fighting from a small main system with- 
out the aid of nn engine. A small main 
system could not be depended on unless 
reservoirs were maintained. He stated 
that this was shown at New Westmin- 
ster. 

His Worship — I urn learning some- 
thing about engineering every day. 1 
think it would be better for Aid. Hall 
to stick to what he knows. 

Aid. Hall — I have gone into the mat- 
ter with water experts, and know nbout 
as much as the next one. Continuing he 
stated that he understood that the city 
engineer was opposed to expending 
money at Elk lake. The city engineer 
said tlmt the reason he was in favor of 
Klk hike was becnusc it was 
The Only System 
by which water could be obtained by 
next year. 

Aid. Fell said that it was absolutely 
necessary to arrange the redistribution 
system, this was required in any ense. 
He was not in fiiTor of leaving Klk lake 
entirely and suggested that one of the 
present mains should be improved, and 
if this was done it would, In a large 
measure, do away witli the question of 
supply. He asked the water commis- 
sioner what the average rainfall at Klk 
lake was for the last ten years. He 
pointed out that the conditions were not 
tendjng to increase the rainfall and it 
was far more likely to decrease. The 
water commissioner said the average, 
according to Expert Adams was 36.47 
inches. 

Aid. Fell said that it was well known 
that the property was being clenred nnd 
built up, which tended to decrease the 
rainfall, and would increase the evapor- 
ation. 

Aid. Fullerton wanted to know what 
would be the latest day on which the 
water fall at Highland district could be 
ascertained. 

His Worship said it would be early in 
next year, probably March or April. 

Aid. Fullerton said the 
Council Would Not Be Justified 
in spending £141,000 to get a water sup- 
ply for one year. 

His Worship — It might be three years. 

Aid. Fullerton — Well! even three 
years. 

Aid. Hall pointed out that if a HO 
Inch main was put in Klk lake they 
would be taking out more water than 
was going in. He thought it was use- 
less to go to work and raise the dams 3 
feet when the water had not raised 
within two feet of its regular height and 
today it is two feet lower than it has 
ever been, and if a 30 inch main was 
put in it would drain the Inko dry. He 
thought some temporary arrangement 
could he found to be used till it was 
decided whether to go to Millstrenm or 
Klk hike. He thought it would not lie 
wise to submit the present system to the 
ratepayers without the Millstrenm sys- 
tem, for if the one was passed it would 
mean that they would have a temporary 
arrangement and it would he impossible 
to get another vote for any other sys- 
tem. He was opposed to the system be- 
cause the people would not accept the 
two. lie could not see what use the 
distribution would be without, a better 
supply of water. 

I lis Worship wished to know what 
Aid. Hall proposed to do 

For the Next Three Years 

Aid. Hall — I never said anything 
nbout three years. You nre trying to 
put your words in my mouth. I do not 
Bay it will take three years nnd if (be 
system was metered it would relieve the 
question till n good supply was obtained, 

but it u Id never be obtained if the 

two systems were not going to be con- 
sidered. 

Aid, Yates said ho agreed with Aid. 
Hall when he said it was useless to 
place half a scheme before them. He 
did not think wafer could be obtained 
rroni Highland district for three years, 
nnd it was necessary to have the' main 
supplemented. He WHS in favor of 
cast iron pipe. He snid (hat: if the '21 
inch main was carried out to Elk lake 
and the services metered there would 
be sufficient water for everyone. Ho 
said it was time enough to consider the 
Highland district when there wns u pop- 
ulation of -18,000, nnd have that popula- 
tion assist in paying for the system and 
till that time he would not be in fnvor 
of going to Highland district. 

Aid. Fell said it wns nonsense lo allow 
a city with the present population to 
use 3,000,000 gallons per day, nnd there. 
wns too big <i waste some where. 

Aid, Hull wanted to know what it 



would cost to extend the 2-1 inch main 
to the lake. 

. AJd. Stewart said if the Icouncal 
were of the opinion that the Klk lake 
system was the best, they should lose 
no time in placing it before the rate- 
payers he could not understand why 
they were making two bites of a cherry 
nnd thought it would be better to place 
the two systems before the ratepayers 
ut the same time. 

Aid. Goodacre snid ho was in favor 
of Klk lake and he thought there wns 
enough 

Water at Elk Lake 

for a number of generations. He also 
referred to a prophecy that was untile 
10 years ago that Klk lake would be dry 
in 15 years and in 10 years it would 
be possible to walk across it. 

His Worship said that lie was in fnvor 
of u castiron pipe and would take it in 
preference to wood, but iron was exorbi- 
tant, the steel pipe would not cost ns 
much as iron. He said that wood had 
proven very satisfactory in California. 

Aid. Vincent thought that steel mains 
were best, and it would be foolish for 
Victoria to experiment with wood pipe. 
It was known that steel pipes lusted for 
20 years nnd it was not known how 
long wooden pipe would lust. He point- 
ed out that the wooden pipes in Seattle 
was not giving satisfaction. He said he 
was In favor of Klk hike with a meter 
system. 

Aid. Yates snid the council should not 
allow their appeal to drop and he wns in 
fnvor of carrying it on and if it was se- 
cured it would be n valuable asset to 
Victoria. He thought some decision 
should be arrived at before they ad- 
journed. 

His Worship said the council should 
Settle the Present Question 
before the nppenl case wns (nken up. 
He thought it would he better to deal 
with the present question as it was much 
more important, nnd should be settled 
if they hnd to meet night after night, 
l ill it was finished. 

Aid. Stewart moved that the meeting 
adjourn till Friday as he wanted to get 
some information regarding t lie price of 
steel pipes. 

Aid. Davey wished lo know if the 
proposed system would give a sufficient 
force for fire purposes. 

His Worship said he could not promise 
that. 

His Worship wished to know if the 
press should he given a copy of the re- 
port that had been given to the alder- 
men. 

Aid. Douglas snid lie did not cure to 
state his views in public till he had ful- 
ly considered the report nnd suggested 
that the discussion should be made in 
private, otherwise he would be giving 
his cards away. 

Aid. Davey pressed for a vote on his 
motion regarding the information from 
the Esquimalt Wnter company. 

Aid. Yates was not in fnvor of the 
report nnd moved that all reference to 
the price of water be struck out. This 
was seconded by Aid. Fullerton and cur- 
ried after which the report was adopted 
as amended, which caused His Worship 
to remark, "I don't sec any use in it 
anyhow." It wns decided to have an- 
other meeting on Thursday evening to 
again go into the question. The re- 
port was ns follows. Owing to the late 
hour nt which the report was received 
it wns impossible to publish it in full 
nnd the statements on which the esti- 
mated expenditures arc based has been 
held OTer.

Remarks on Estimatos — General 

The figures used are In most cases taken 
from Mr. Adams' report, although In two 
enses he has no doubt made tin overesti- 
mate, namely, Incidentals, etc.; on the 
Elk hike system, $43,000, nnd meters, $51,- 
000. However, for the sake of uniformity, 
the latter amount has been used In ull 
enses. An Item of $50,000 Is nlso Includ- 
ed in the Elk lake estimates, for Increas- 
ing the capacity or the niter beds and 
reservoir, nnd cleaning the lnke, ami build- 
ing n gravel dam around the Intake, In 
all the estimates the scheme of distribu- 
tion Is practically the same, wooden pipe 
Is to he used wherever practicable, so ns 
to lessen the cost; If oust Iron in used, 
then about $12,000 will have to be added 
to all the estimates, Twelve Inch pi pes 
are to he laid from the corner of Douglas 
street and Queens nvenue. to the corner 
of Edmonton rond nnd Richmond rnad, 
tbeneo to Oak Bay nvenue, and on Oak 
Hay nvenue from Foul Bay road to the 
Junction; also on -Runlet t nvenue from 
Douglas to Cook, and on Belleville street 
from the causeway to Menzles, iimi on 
Menzles from Belleville to Himeoe; H Inch 
pipe on Wharf, Blnnehard and Quadra 
streets nnd on Rockland nvenue, ami (1 
Inch and l Inch pipe for the balance of 
the system. On the Elk lake propositions, 
mill on the one for buying wnter from the 
Esquimalt Wnter Works company, nil ser- 
vices to be metered. In the event of the 
wnter coming from the west of Victoria 
Arm, n 20 Inch pipe Is to be laid from 
the foot of Henry street to the corner of 
Kdmoutou road aud Richmond road, the 
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system of distribution to be the same as 
already mentioned. 

Estimate A 
This Is to buy out the entire holdings 
of the Esquimalt Water Works company, 
nt the price mentioned In tlielr letter of 
August 10, 1005, and following Mr. Adams' 
recommendations, conduct the wnter to a 
reservoir on Smith's Hill nnd pump thence 
to high level lank, but leaving Senvlew 
and other portions of the Work estate 
and Oaklands unsupplled, unless a second 
pumping proposition Is retorted to. Mr. 
Adams' figures have been followed 
throughout the estimate. Total estimated 
expenditure, $'.',000,110. 

Estimate B 
This is the same as the former estimate, 
only It Is proposed to supply the wnter 
direct from the mains by gravity, Instead 
of through a reservoir, ami by means of 
pressure gauges to regulate the pressure 
that It will not be excessive in the lower 
parts of the city. Total estimated ex- 
penditure, $$1,821,000. 

Estimate C 
'To exploit an entirely new source of 
supply, and obtain water from Highland 
district, by Impounding the waters of 
Millstrenm, nnd bringing them to town 
by means of n 30 Inch pipe to the end of 
the present 24 Inch innlii on Douglas 
street. Lost lnke nnd Lavender's swamp 
will be utilised as reservoirs, with a com- 
bined capacity of approximately 200,000,- 
000 gallons; other reservoir* would no 
doubt have to he built further up the val- 
ley. Total estimated expenditure, 5400,- 
000. 

Estimate D 

Mr. Adums' proposal Is to pump water 
from the entire system to a reservoir on 
Smith's Hill at an elevation of 220 feet, 
thence with n second pumping plant sup- 
ply the high levels. To do this the 12 
Inch main Is to be due up, and used In the 
distribution system, nil tlie water used to 
pass through the present North Dairy 
pumping station, and be pumped through 
the present 10 Inch main, which, from the 
lake to Nicholsons road, Is to be changed 
to a 24 Inch, and the grade altered, a 
new pump to iie placed In the North Dairy 
station alongside the present one. No pro- 
vision Is mode for supplying Seavlew and 
other portions of Work Estate and Oak- 
lands, except by direct pumping, which 
will necessitate the plant being run con- 
tinuously, Instead of a portion of the day, 
ns outlined 111 tile report. As there are 
a number of consumers on the 12 Inch 
main, Mr. Adams' recommendation lias 
been altered so as to leave this pipe In- 
tact, buying what 12 Inch pipe Is neces- 
sary for distribution. Total estimated ex- 
penditure, $M0JC0. 

Estimate E 
This contemplates laying a 30 Inch wood 
steve pipe from the filter beds to the end 
■of the present 24 inch main, digging up 
the 12 Inch and using it la the distribu- 
tion, eliminating the Smith's Hill reser- 
voir, ns recommended by Mr. Adams, plac- 
ing .in elevated tank of capacity of 100,- 
000 gallons on the ridge between Rockland 
avenue nnd St. Charles street, using the 
new pumping station at Elk lake to fill It, 
the Yates street Etntlon to he kept n.s n 
reserve. A new pumping station to be 
built nt Denver Inko, a new pump to be 
Installed and the present North Dairy 
pump to he moved to tlie lake and used 
as a reserve. The pumping station to be 
used to decelerate the gravity flow when 
required and to fill high level tnnks. Total 
estimated expenditure. $400,000. 

Estimate F 
To build a reservoir on the summit of 
Itnld Hill (elevation, 175 feet), situated at 
the northwest corner of section 100, Lake 
district, nenr the northern boundary of 
Rroadniead farm. This reservoir would 
be approximately 300x800x22 feet, would 
hold 12,375,000 gallons, ciimil to a tune 
days' supply In summer, nnd a week's 
supply In winter. The water would be 
pumped by a station at the (liter beds 
through a pipe line 5,300 feet In length, 
and a 30 Inch steel pipe laid from the 
reservoir to where It would Intersect the 
present 12 Inch, Intersecting the 10 Inch 
en route nnd n 24 Inch to the end of the 
present 24 Inch. This would supply the 
whole city by gravity mid deliver' the 
water nt least 100 feet over the highest 
point In the city. Mr. Adums did nol up- 
prove of this scheme on account <if the 
distance from the town of the reservoir, 
but no second pumping would be required, 
nnd every portion of the city would be 
supplied by gravity. Total esttmnted ex- 
penditure, $540,000. , 

Estimate G 
This estimate Is based on the letter 
from the Esquimalt Water Works com- 
pany, of August 1(1. 1005, In which the 
company offer to erect the retaining works 
necessary at Goldstrcam, nnd supply water 
there nt the following rates: 2 c, per thou- 
sand gallons for the first million gallons 
dully, l'/jc for the second million, lo. for 
tlie third million, !,<_,<•. for the fourth and 
fifth million, for any excess over live mil- 
lion gallons per day up to but not exceed- 
ing fifteen million gallons dully, free. This 
is the last offer received from the coin, 
puny, and so far ns I am aware has not 
been withdrawn. Total estimated expendi- 
ture, $511,000.

Baron Komuru, as will be remem- 
bered, was the Japanese peace pleni- 
potentiary at Portsmouth, N. H. When 
Jie concluded the peace negotiations 
(with M. Witte, the Russian plenipoten- 
tiary, and when he went home last 
October he was received with hisses 
rather than applause, so dissatisfied 
Were the people with the terms. 
'Threats were made of assassination. 
(But the Baron knew he had secured all

'was content, even under the displea- 
sure of his countrymen. Riots in which 
many lives were lost took place in the 
streets of Tokio and mounted troops 
•had to use tlieir swords to disperse 'he 
rioters who burned some houses and 
(property. 

How well Baron Komura and other 
Officials know thnl the people of Japan 
■would be disappointed with the result 
of the peace negotiations is shown by 
•the conversation which took place be- 
tween Baron Komura and Marquis Ito 
before the former lefl Japan, taking 
a posi he knew would win him only the 
^ll-feeling of the people. A recent ac- 
count of 

Marquis Ito's Farewell 

to Baron Komura on that occasion Is 
of interest. The Marquis said ho 
would not come down to Yokohama lo 
see the Baron off — there would he 
enough people for that— but could he 
relied upon to meet him on his return. 
l!ut the authorities were not ill a posi- 
tion i r. take the public into their con- 
fidence at thai time. 

Consciousness of the disappointment 
of the people hud much, without doubt, 
to do with the illness of Baron Ko- 
mura. He is now recovering from thai 
Illness, but, as lie stated yesterday In 
a Colonist reporter, lie "is still far from 
Eood health. Hut throughout thai I rial 
lie wan silent, and now lima has vindi- 
cated him. The world's appreciation of 
the pence terms Japan secured through 
his undaunted efforts has been thor- 
oughly justified by the enhanced pres- 
tige of the country. The imperii! Jap- 
anese appreciation and that of Japan- 
ese diplomacy have never been in doubt 
tor a moment and are now testified in 
the Baron's appointment lo the mndt 



is familiar to all readers of contempor- 
ary history, was educated at Harvard, 
and was the first Japanese to obtain 
his baccalaureate at the American uni- 
versity. This was in 1ST" and he short- 
ly afterward entered the diplomatic 
service of his country. He was lirst 
secretary of the legation to China and 
later became Minister to Peking, 
where he remained until the outbreak 
of the China-Japan war in 1S04. He 
was afterward created governor of An- 
tung when that city was captured 
from the Chinese, and from there was 
transferred to the Japanese consulate 
at Seoul, Korea, where he was In 
charge during the troublous times ol 
the intrigues and counter-intrigues 
similar to those which had, in effect, 
been the cause of the China-Japan 
war- Speaking of his action then sub- 
sequent to the China-Japan war, a 
writer whose work was recently pub- 
lished on far-eastern conditions, savs 
the policy inaugurated by Baron Ko- 
jmura at that lime was based upon the 
'best Anglo-Saxon ideuls. Prom Seoul 
'Baron Komura was recalled to Japan 
! to become civic minister of foreign uf- 
ifairs and, after short stays at St. Pet- 
ersburg, he was again brought to Jap- 
an and became foreign minister, which 
post he held during the negotiations 
preceding the recent war.

It. M- Calmer, who is in charge of 
the British Columbia fruit exhibit lit 
the "Winnipeg Fair, writing under dale 
of July :Mtli lo Hon. It. (i. Tallow, 
minister of agriculture, says: 

"1 have much pleasure in reporting 
the safe arrival of the preserved fruit 
exhibits and the initial consignment of 
fresh fruits. The latter arrived this 
morning in pxcellenl condition, and 
were displayed before the opening of 
Mm building. We now have a fairh 
representative exhibit of both fresh niul 
preserved fruits from all ilie fruit- 
growing districts of the province, 

"The fresh fruits include peaches, 
apricots, plums, tipples and cherries 
from the Oktmngan: pears, apples, 
plums, blackberries mid crab apples

E. & N. By. Co., vs. McGregor — The 
judgment of the court in this case was 
delivered by Hunter, C. J. This is an 
action for a declaration that a crown 
grant of section 7G, Oyster district, 
Vancouver Island, issued to the defen- 
dant tinder section S of the "Vancouver 
Island Settlers Rights Act 1004" con- 
veyed no interest in the coal or base 
minerals thereunder, or the timber there- 
on. The crown grant issued on the ;ilst 
dav of May, 100-1, and the defendant 
paid $160 for the same, being at the 
rate of $1 per acre for the lands as- 
sumed to be conveyed. 

The plaintiffs' contention is that the 
lnnds in question passed to them under 
the patent from the Dominion govern- 
ment by which the hinds conveyed to 
that government by section 3 of what 
Is commonly called the Settlement Act 
of 1SS-1, were transferred to the plain- 
tiffs in 18ST, and therefore, that there 
was ao interest left in the crown which 
could he conveyed to the defendant; and, 
in any event, if the Act of 10U-1 as- 
sumes to empower the crown in right 
of British Columbia to divest the plain- 
tiffs of their title to the land In question, 
it is unconstitutional and void as being 
in violation of the terms of union. 

The defendant occupied the land in 
1ST0, no doubt with the intention of 
becoming a settler in accordance with 
the preemption laws then in force. He 
made the usual application to be entered 
ns the preemptor of the hind, but it 
was returned to bin) with the informa- 
tion that the land was reserved, but that 
when the reserve was removed he would 
he given the first opportunity to record 
a pre-emption, 

The laud remained under reserve 
until the statutory conveyance to the 
Dominion government, and the defen- 
dant never was recorded as a preemptor. 
lie did, however, on June 10th, 188-1, 
preempt the surface rights under sec- 
tion 23 of the Settlement Act, and it 
is not denied by the company that he 
is entitled to a grant of the surface 
rights; but they allege on the contrary 
that they have always been ready and 
willing to make the grant on payment 
of the sum of $160 as provided by the 
section. The defendant has, however, 
never paid the money to the plaintiffs 
and has always insisted that he is en- 
titled to a crown grant in accordance 
with the land laws in force in 1870. 

The land in question is admittedly 
within the area included in the statutory 
transfer to the Dominion government. 
Outside of a portion not material to con- 
sider, this statutory transfer excepts 
only lands held under crown grant, lease, 
agreement for stile or other alienation 
by the crown, and Indian, naval and 
military reserves. 

'Hie learned counsel for the defendant 
stoutly maintained thai inasmuch as the 
defendant had made a bona ride appli- 
cation for a oree motion record, and had 
done all the lav, required of him 'to ob- 
tain it, t hat he ought (o ho regarded in 
the court as having obtained :i preemp- 
tion record, and therefore, that the land 
was In the eye of the law alienated by 

ll rown within the meaning of the 

exception created by seeli ; of the 

Settlement Act and the patent to the 
plaintiffs. This is, of course, clearly un- 
tenable. In Ihe tirst place, there can he 
llo doubt about the land having been 
validly reserved from preemption; but 
even if it were not, it must be plain that 
Ihe transfer to the Dominion government 
excepted only do facto alienations by the 
crown, and it is impossible to say' that 

there was any nlieuati f the land In 

law or In fa et in the absence of any pre- 
emption record having been issued. 

The learned counsel also contended 
thill it was evident from the preamble 
In the Settlers Bights Act that the leg- 
islature considered thai the defendant, 
us well as others in a similar position, 
hud been unjustly treated, and that the

The Act may possibly be of use to 
some person to aid him in obtaining his 
rights — or in ventilating his grievances 
fancied or real; but so far as concerao 
the present defendant, the grant is in- 
operative, as there was no interest left 
in the crown to convey. 

The appeal should be allowed with 
costs here and below, and relief given as 
prayed. 

Mr. A. B. McPbiHips, K. C, for res- 
pondent, then applied for and was 
given leave to apnea! to the privy coun- 
cil. Mr. R. H. Pooley, for appellants, 
not objecting. 

Newswander vs. Giegerich — This ap- 
peal was argued at the June sittings of 
the court, when the facts were stated 
fully. Judgment was delivered by Hun- 
ter C.J. who gave reasons for dismiss- 
ing the apnr-al; but Irving and Morrison 
JJ. wero* "of opinion that the appeal 
should be allowed, which was ordered 
accordingly and the action dismissed 
with costs.

Green vs. B. C. Electric Bailway 
company. — This was nn appeal from 
Morrison J, in an action brought on be- 
half of a widow and her children under 
the Families Compensation Act for dam- 
ages. The deceased, husband of the 
plaintiff, was instantly killed by touch- 
ing a live wire on the defendant com- 
pany's premises while engaged as an 
employee of the company. 

The Families Compensation Act, or 
as it is more commonly known, Lord 
Campbell's Act, requires such an ac- 
tion to he brought within twelve calen- 
dar months after the death of the per- 
son; while section (JO of the company's 
Act of incorporation, chapter 65 of the 
British Columbia statutes of 1806 
makes a six months' limitation for the 
bringing of all actions or suits for in- 
demnity for any damage or Injury sus- 
tained by reason of the tramway or rail- 
way or the works or operations of the 
company, and it was argued on behalf 
of the company that the effect of this 
section was lo modify the provision of 
Lord Campbell's Act to that extent. 

After discussing the various phases of 
the right uf action given or created in 
the circumstances of cases like the pre- 
sent, Hunter C. .1., who delivered the 
judgment of the court of appeal, came 
to the conclusion that the plaintiffs were 
entitled to succeed on the short ground 
that Ix)rd Campbell's Act is a special 
statute creating a special cause of ac- 
tion am] makes special provision us to 
the time within which if is to be brought 
and it would be contrary to wqll set- 
tled rules of statutory construction to 
hold that this special cause of action, 
so specially provided for, enme within 
Ihe scope of a general limitation clause 
passed for the benefit of n private cor- 
poration.

An Important Judgment by Recorder 
Weir at Montreal. 

Montreal, July .'!(). — Judgment was 
given today by Recorder Weir In the 
case of Pierre ltohidoux against the 
harbor's commissioners of Montreal for 
viola tiou of the Alien Labor law. The 
recorder found in favor of the plaintiff, 
condemning defendants to pay a line 
of $100 to the minister of linn nee. 

The charge was that the defendants,

MINING IN KOOTENAY. 

A Rich Galena Proposition on the. West 
Side of the Columbia River. 

Golden, July 22.— About 50 miles of 
this place, is located the head Queen 
group of claims. It is a rich steel galena 
nronosition, situated on the west side of 
the Columbia river, on No. 3 creek, 
about IS miles from Bott's Landing. 
There are 5 claims in the group. Tun- 
nels to the extent of 1,000 feet have 
been driven on the property and the 
showing is over three feet of steel gal- 
ena ore. The ledge has been traced for 
a distance of 2,000 feet by a system of 
tunnels, and mining engineers who have 
examined the property say that nowhere 
in the Kootenays is such rich ore found. 
Being clean steel galena, it is just the 
ore that smelters would like to get. The 
group is owned by Thomas Brown and 
partners. They have expended over 535,- 
000 in development work, und have hun- 
dreds of tons of ore on the dump. Sub- 
stantial buildings have been erected, and 
a good rawhide frail constructed from 
the mine to the bottom of the creek. A 
short time ago Mr. Brown refused a 
§60,000 bond for the property. 

The steel group is located west of the 
lead Queen. The ledge is n continua- 
tion of the latter. A tunnel cuts the 
ledge at 50 feet, showing 30 inches of 
silver and lead, and considerable car- 
bonates on the wall. 

South of the lead Queen is the Mc- 
Lean group, and work is going on stead- 
ily, with prospects, of it shortly becom- 
ing a shipper. What is badly needed 
to this new camp is a wagon road, 
from the Columbia river to the proper- 
ties. When this is built some 50 men 
would be put to work on the lead 
Queen at once. 

When W. C. Wells was chief com- 
missioner of hinds and works, Mr. Bott 
nsked for assistance from the govern- 
ment for a wagon road, but this was 
refused. Jlr, Bott has brought the mat- 
ter up before Hon. Ii. I<\ Green, nnd it 
is believed that the desired appropria- 
tion will be given, a.s the chief commis- 
sioner and the premier visited the district 
shortly, and knows that a road must be 
built in order to open lqi what, will prob- 
ably be the richest silver lead camp in 
British Columbia. 

Mr. Brown and partners who hnve 
been working this property for over six 
years, have said nothing, until now. 
They have it in a position to ship, and 
it is hoped the desired assistance for a 
road will he forthcoming at no distant 
date. The pass from Bott's landing to 
the mine is eusy grade, and the road 
when constructed would be of great ben- 
eht to a ranching settlement, as very 
good homesteads would be taken up.

REAPING A RICH HARVEST. 

"We all with one accord rejoice at the 
prosperity of Canada. The trade re- 
turns for Canada's fiscal year ending 
June 30 have now been given out, and 
very satisfactory indeed Is the com- 
pleted record. The aggregate trade, 
including exports and imports, totaled 
$562,000,000, as compared with $470.- 
000,000 the preceding year, $239,000,000 
In 1896, and $189,000,000 in 18S6. Im- 
ports for the past year totaled S290,- 
483,000, an increase of $28,450,000 over 
1904-5, while exports aggregated 
$255,483,000, an increase of more than 
$50,000,000. It is satisfactory to be 
able to note that all departments of 
trade contributed to the improvement. 
Exports of farm produce gained 
$27,186,000, while the forest, the fish- 
eries and manufactures each shared In 
the phenomenal advance, says the To- 
ronto News,

the' system of trading in "putts," 
"calls" and "straddles," in which he 
continued to deal In a colossal way, 
and by which he amassed a fortune. 
This system has since been declared 
to be illegal by the courts, but It does 
not necessarily Imply dishonesty on his 
part. 

Russell Sage was not the ideal which 
we should place before the youth of 
.t)he country, even though he was 
peculiarly a self-made man, who rose 
from low to high degree In financial 
standing through methods of industry, 
economy and rigid observance of busi- 
ness principles; because there are 
things much more to be desired In life 
than great weal lit. Nevertheless, he 
Is as good an object lesson as mans 
examples that are put before them, 
we cannot say that he was not happy 
in the acquirement of his money. We 
do not Know. He may have .enjoyed 
extremely the calling to which he de- 
voted, all his time and energy. That It 
was not the highest kind of enjoyment 
Is obvious from the fact that he was 
Peculiarly selfish In his work. Sage 
was a cold, calculating man, who 
studied and knew all points of the 
game. He was not a public bene- 
factor, lie did not admit that he had 
any responsibilities towards the public 
other than those enjoined by the state; 
he had no pity for those who did not 
succeed. While a keen business man, 
and a match for the brightest financiers 
of his day, he was peculiarly old- 
fashioned In his methods and tastes. 
He had a theory that no man required 
I a holiday, and as a proof of his theory 
he lived to be 90 years old without 
] having taken holidays himself. He 
I lived the Simple life, was frugal, wlth- 
I out excesses, and by the application of 
| his rules of living to his life was able 
I to escape the high pressure which 
bring so many business men to an 
early grave, and make holidays neces- 
sary to restore shattered nerves. There 
was, therefore, more truth In his 
theory than might at first sight appear. 
Plain living, simple attire, regular 
nights' rest, no crush or rush, no dissi- 
pation brought with it its dally recu- 
peration. 

What Mr, Sage's fortune was is not 
known definitely. It is conservatively 
estimated at $100,000,000. There are 
a number of bigger men than he was 
financially in the United States, though 
it Is probable that few others could 
place their hands on as much ready- 
cash as he could upon a moment's 
notice, or had their money so safely 
invested. We see now that it Is 
stated that his widow is likely to make 
large benefactions to various institu- 
tions, after the heirs have received 
their portion, so that the close-fisted 
man In life may become munificent In 
death. And thus the question natur- 
ally arises, of what profit is it to a man 
to spend a whole lifetime In slavishly- 
acquiring prodigious wealth, only to 
have it divided up and scattered to the 
four winds of heaven after he is gone'.' 
The only answer is that It is human 
nature. We see it illustrated in the 
native tribes of British Columbia, the 
chiefs of which laboriously collect a 
great stock of blankets, that they may- 
give them away lavishly at the first 
great potlatch that occurs. Russell 
Sages have existed since the first date 
in human history, and they will con- 
tinue to the last chapter In the same.

erham family, of late years his time 
was largely taken up with personal 
and family financial affairs. Mr. Black- 
stock was a very pronounced Conser- 
vative, and for years enjoyed a close 
intimacy with the late Sir John Mac- 
donakl. It was thought at one time 
that he was destined to take a promi- 
nent place iu Dominion politics, but 
whether from pressure of business or 
temperamental Ineptitude, he never 
came to the front as a politician. For 
the past five years he suffered a great 
deal from an illness contracted, it Is 
said, during a visit to the Rossland 
mines.

RUSSELL SAGE. 

The man whose life Is most dis- 
cussed In the newspapers at the pres- 
ent time Is the late Russell Sage. It 
Is difficult to estimate the wealth of 
multimillionaires, on the basis of 
realty, stocks or cash; but It seems 4.0 
be generally conceded that, with the 
possible exception of Andrew Carnegie 
and John D. Rockefeller, he possessed 
more ready cash than any other man 
In the United Slates, and In his later 
years he was probably the most exten- 
sive money lender In America. There 
is a great variety of estimates of his 
character and his methods, favorable 
and unfavorable- from the point of view 
of the writer. Of this we are certain, 
that he had great natural aptitude for 
business, and in his methods was 
dominated by certain business prin- 
ciples from which he never departed. 
He was as a consequence phenomen- 
ally successful, and suffered hut one 
serious financial reverse in his life. 
Whether he was a. strictly honest man 
Is a question which cannot be settled 
Offhand. It depends very largely upon 
the moral standard by which we judge 
him. Because he amassed a very 
large fortune Is hardly the reason for 
condemning him without explicit proof 
as to tho nature of the manifold trans- 
actions in which he was engaged. As 
a man who tolled all his life In the 
getting of money and then more money 
he was certainly no worse than the 
vast number of men who do the same 
thing with less or Indifferent success, 
and judging from his general record as 
a business man lie was better perhaps 
than the majority of men engaged H s 
he was. According to his own ideas 
of business moulded by his associa- 
tions In the groat financial affairs of 
Wall street, he was an honest man. 
He exacted the bond, but fulfilled it as 
well.

BRITISH COLUMBIA FRUIT AT 
WINNIPEG. 

The Province of British Columbia is 
as usual prominently to the fore at the 
industrial exhibition at Winnipeg in 
the line of fruits, and if we are to be- 
lieve the Winnipeg papers our exhibit 
is creating a specially good impression. 
In fact, the Free Press states thai 
the British Columbia building has a 
very special attraction for the people 
of the prairies. In fruit exhibits, the 
collection from the province is made 
Hp of two divisions, one representing 
the products of the whole of British 
iCohimhia and the other confined ex- 
clusively to those from the Kootenay 
district. The latter is the more remark- 
able of the two from the fact that 
Kootenay has only recently been "dis- 
covered" as a country of gardens. One 
distinctly new feature of the exhibit 
this year is Ihe collection of bulbs 
grown on this island. This is ti product 
that promises to make this coast as 
famous as Holland. Speaking general- 
ly of the fruit situation as suggested 
by the exhibit from British Columbia 
the Winnipeg Free Press remarks: 
' "Great interest in tho western fruit 
exhibit Is naturally taken by those who 
have already made modest investments 
in fruit orchards, or by their numerous 
Ifriends, who naturally desire to see tho 
'quality of the fruit such lands will pro- 
duce. There Is a marked superiority of 
flavor in the western fruits now being 
Shown over those first brought east. 
'Then the leading idea seemed to he an 
overgrown specimen, now flavor is the 
'main thing sought after and the im- 
provement along this line is very note- 
■worthy. Suitability For transportation 
Is another feature in which consider- 
able improvement can he seen. The 
Western strawberries have been super- 
ior this season to anything offered on 
■the Winnipeg market and fruit from 
several points was last year of a flavor 
and general quality above anything he- 
fore seen here. The older varieties nre 
now being weeded out and western 
fruit will rapidly fill the requirements 
of the new provinces and overflow on 
to the Winnipeg market."

A curious trade circumstance 
been brought to light at Ottawa. As 
most of our readers are aware, that 
city is practically the headquarters for 
tho world's supply of white pine, and 
from the lumber yards of the capital 
is sent an enormous percentage of this 
class of pine used In Groat Britain. 
The fact nevertheless remains that the 
price of what is known as "clear" 
white pine in higher in Ottawa than In 
England; and that it is practically 
Impossible to purchase a supply of this 
class of lumber from the home mills. 
This would appear Inexplicable, but tor 
the business fact that there is not 
sufficient demand for the product 
locally to give the mill-owners con- 
cern, and. therefore, practically the 
whole supply is shipped to England. 
This Is not an uncommon feature of 
trade in many lines of industry. You 
could probably buy a can of salmon as 
cheap. If not cheaper, In London today 
than you can in Victoria. 

There Is Teally nothing to he said 
about the result of the appeal from 
the province from the Judgment of the 
full court in the matter of Deadman's 
Island. Our readers are all more or 
less familiar with the hue and cry that 
was raised In Vancouver with refer- 
ence to the proposal of the Dominion 
government to lease Deadman's Island 
to the Ludgate .Milling Company for 
the purpose of erecting a sawmill 
thereon. At Unit time the province 
Intervened and made a claim that the 
title was vested In It and not In the 
Dominion, and, as a consequence, it 
became a "cause celebre." The ar- 
chives of the province were diligently 
searched for proofs pro and con, and a 
large amount of data was accumulated 
and Incorporated In the respective 
briefs. Hon. Mr. Justice Martin, who 
was the trial Judge, gave his decision 
In favor of the province. An appeal 
was made to the full court, which re- 
versed the decision, the Chief Justice 
dissenting. That decision litis now- 
been sustained by the Privy Council, 
the report of whose Judgment will bo 
most Interesting, when received.

RE LEPER STATION. 

Sir— The Idea of establishing a leper 
stutlon at Albert Head must have been 
conceived In gross Ignorance as to its fit- 
ness for such an object, and also In utter 
disregard for the fcelin.gs of all the citi- 
zens of Victoria who know anything about 
the matter. 

The .settlers hi the vicinity have already 
expressed their well-founded and strenuous 
objections to the proposal. It Is well 
within the recollection of all who were 
here during the smallpox epidemic of 
1803, when the quarantine station was sit- 
uated at the point in question, that It was 
found to he » quite unsuitable for such a 
purpose, and was subsequently removed to 
Its present location at William Head. 

As any one looking at the chart will 
see, Albert Head Is situated about five 
miles to the southwest of the outer wharf, 
and for the greater part of the year is 
dead to windward of tills city. Moreover. 
It Is a very favorite resort for campers, 
and at week ends there can be found, 
very often, as manv as a dozen pleasure 
crnft nt anehor In the beautiful little bay 
Just Inside the head. 

It Is, in fact, rapidly becoming one of 
the pleasure resorts In' the neighborhood, 
and already | here lias lieeu some talk of 
establishing a permanent ramp for those 
who frequent It. 

Regarding the In fed Ions phase of the 
matter, I know little, but I do know that 
the average man In the street thinks that 
a leper station Is a very good thing to 
keep away from. 

IProbnbly the danger of Infection to this 
city from a station at ihe point In question 
would be slight, but, In my opinion, that 
Is not the way In which the mutter Is to 
be looked at. It Is rather the moral 'effret 
which the establishment of a leper station 
In such close proximity to Victoria would 
have upon not only Hie citizens thereof, 
but U|K)n the tourists and other people 
abroad. There are, unfortunately, always 
too many people who would be willing to 
scatter broadcast the fact that Victoria 
could add to Its many attractions a col- 
ony of lepers, and one would quickly find 
thai In the mouths of her enemies Vic- 
toria would be Inseparably associated with 
lepers. 

The universal sympathy which Is felt 
for these unfortunate victims of a most 
loathsome disease does not enter Into the 
discussion of this question, for the reason 
that there are dozens of places along this 
sparsely Inhabited coast line where their 
location would be at least equally as bene- 
ficial to them, and objectionable to no one. 

It Is absurd to say that the medical 
superintendent at William Head could not 
find time to attend to these people, even 
If they were left at their present place of 
abode. Darcy Island. The officer In ques- 
tion has an assistant and complete staff 
at William Head, and ships nre not de- 
tained at quarantine so often that he or 
his assistant would not be able to give 
every needed attention to the five or six 
lepers, especially as the government Is now 
constructing for quarantine purposes at 
Esquimau, nt a cost of nhout $.10,000. a 
fasysteel steamer, able to take the sea In 
an.r weather. 

In conclusion, I would say that I know 
no more about what has happened at Ot- 
tawa In regard to this matter than what 
has appeared In the press, and the Do- 
minion government may not he In a posi- 
tion to establish a station at Albert Head, 
even If It has derided to do so. The idea, 
however, should he knocked on the head 
at once. It shotdd not be- given a chance 
to grow big enough to travel abroad; and 
I am very glad Indeed to see that the city 
council has taken the matter up. We can- 
not protest too strongly, and I think thai 
the board of trade should follow suit. Fur 
ther. It must be a source of surprise to 
many, and I am speaking entirely from a 
non-political standpoint, that onr repre- 
scntatlvr-s nt Ottawa have so little Influ- 
ence that they were powerless to nip this 
project In the bud.

LEYTON'S FIRE FIGHTERS. 

An English Brigade Who Wore Hon- 
ored by the French Government. 

The Ley ton (Eng.) District Times, 
in a recent issue, bad the following ar- 
ticle. The Copt. II. .Miller alluded to 
is n brother of Itev. 13. <i. Miller, rec- 
tor of St. Barnabas church, this city: 

Amongst the many things that Ley- 
ton has just reason to he proud of the 
tire brigade must take a premier posi- 
tion. Once again at the international 
congress nnd competition of lire bri- 
gades held ut Paris on Saturday lasr, 
the brigade was awarded the much- 
coveted Prix rl'Hoitneur, ami its wor- 
thy chief, Captain II. Miller, received 
from the French government the Order 
of "Chevalier de Cambodia." While 
we fully appreciate the great honor 
that such a position among tlie lire bri- 
gades of Europe confers on our district, 
and while we have the satisfaction of 
knowing that our property is defended 
from the ravages of thmios by so effi- 
cient a force, we have even deeper 
cnuse for gratification, one that docs 
not, perhaps, make itself so apparent 
or affect us so immediately, but which 
for all that should not be lost sight of. 
We are glad that I.eyton should, 
through the medium of its tire brigade, 
assist so materially in maintaining and 
promoting the spirit of the "Entente 
Cordiale." Captain Miller himself sa.vs 
that "the function furthers the exist- 
ence of the 'Entente Cordiale; in a 
more effectual planner than would pos- 
sibly be imagined." It is a great deal 
that such an opportunity for strength- 
ening the spirit of the "Entente" 
should exist. It is an incalculable 
blessing when those taking part in it 
are, like Captain Miller, conscious of 
the great force that the function may 
he made in cultivating that great ideal 
of the brotherhood of nations. It is in 
this way that, the ideal is to be obtain- 
ed. The key to the position is that the 
world should realize iis unity of inter- 
ests, its common foes, and Hint forces 
which affect one affect all- It niusi 
realize that nations would be happier 
and richer by helping instead of con- 
testing with each other. It is surely 
one strand in the bond of unity that 
the countries of Europe should join in 
their endeavor to he conquerors of the 



Following Is a resolution moved by 
J. H. Turner, seconded by Robert 
Ward, at the congress of chambers of 
commerce of the empire, London, July, 
12, 1006: 

"Having- tho honor to represent the 
Victoria, British Columbia, hoard of 
trade, it gives me great pleasure to 
move the resolution that the Invitation 
ot that board to the chambers of com- 
merce of the empire to hold their next 
congress at Victoria, JJ. ('., be accepted. 

"It may perhaps be considered a bold 
order on the part of tbs hoard of 
trade of n city of only some 3(1,000 
people on the further side of Canada 
to send this invitation to the chambers 
of commerce of the empire, represented 
as they are by the princes and giants 
of commerce and finance of the world; 
but 1 hope In a few words to be able 
to show why It would be wise and ad- 
vantageous for the next congress to be 
held there. 

"1 do not wish to say one word 
against the clnlnis of Australia or 
Africa for this distinction, but will 
simply speak on the advantages of 
Canada for It. 

"Canada Is the oldest colony; It is 
easily accessible; the voyage across 
the Atlantic Is now more comfortable 
and takes only about the same time us 
did a journey to Scotland less than a 
hundred years ago. Canada Is now 
very much In the minds of the public, 
We on Wednesday last voted In favor 
of a very Important resolution that 
was introduced by' Canadians, and In 
the very able and Interesting discus- 
sion on that resolution fttrahg state- 
ments were made In reference to the 
position of the Dominion in relation 
to Its great neighbor on the south, also 
of the great prosperity of the Domin- 
ion, Its rapidly increasing population, 
and particularly of its capability to 
supply all the wheat and Hour that 
may be required by the mother land. 
Some of these points were strongly 
apposed, but they had, I believe, a great 
influence on the vote of three to one 
In favor of preferential trade; and no 
doubt If all the gentlemen who voted 
aye or no on that occasion had crossed 
Canada and seen for themselves, the 
vote would have been unanimous. 

"A congress of chambers of com- 
merce of the empire was held In Mont- 
real In 1903. The delegates then to a 
certain extent Informed themselves 
concerning; eastern Canada; but the 
Dominion has greatly advanced since 
that date, nnd by tlie time the next 
congress is held the progress promises 
to be phenomenal. 

"Now, Toronto, In the centre of east- 
ern Canada, extends a cordial Invita- 
tion. I say nothing against It, but 
Toronto is not, 1 think, far enough 
west, and all the advantages of that 
city for the meeting will be more than 
attained if It Is held on the shores of 
the Pacific, as the delegates would then 
not only see the cities and towns, in- 
cluding Toronto, of the older part of 
the Dominion, but would go on through 
the rich farming laud of Ontario, past 
the great lakes, across the illimitable 
prairies destined to be the home of 
millions of Britons, visit tho wonderful 
new cities of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, climb the magnificent 
Rocky Mountains. Selklrks and Cas- 
cades, have a look at the great coal, 
copper, silver and lead mines, and 
travel through the magnificent forests 
and the charming fruit and dairy lands 
of British Columbia, and after" a de- 
lightful journey with the comforts of a 
good hotel all the way, reach the flue 
city of Vancouver, the site of which 
was a dense forest twenty years ago — 
thus having a panoramic view of the 
breadth of the Dominion.

The Appalachee, •which carried a 
pilot, after weighing the starboard an- 
chor apparently headed about east by 
south. The court Is of opinion that 
the collision did not take place on the 
spot Indicated on the plan marked "A" 
submitted on behalf of the Appalachee, 
the balance of evidence and probability 
(from the destination of the ships) 
being against that supposition. 

"It would appear from the evidence 
that tile Athenian kept on the star- 
board side of the fairway and was 
headed approximately east at the time 
of the collision. The collision took 
place when the Appalachee entered the 
starboard channel, and might have 
been avoided, In the opinion of the 
court, had she stopped or starboarded 
her helm sooner

They hogged us to remain with them 
for the night but we refused their 
gentle word for us. On account, we 
don't know exactly (he lime our boat 
leaves for Europe, or else we would of 
play with them for a night, but we 
are sorry we left them, but we earnest- 
ly beg pardon to them for refusing 
"their kind words to us. We will not 
forget the pretty treatment we have 
got: from the Kelly house. All the kind 
ladies were very kind to us. We were 
right at home. Especially to Mrs. Kel- 
ly, the grand old lady, who looks after 
ns good. May her ways be clear of 
pain, may her ways be nice and bright, 
and may the Lord ever look upon her 
last days nnd save her from clanger.
